Since the’ indi, viduals such as the subject of this case are, 
according to BUDFNZ, concealed Communists and since they are, in most 
instances, persons oF some prominence; it is sugecsted that if the 
information appearing in the attached blind memo is renorted, then Mr. 
BUDFNZ should be given a temporary confidential informant symbol. 


For the information of the Bureau the subject is one of the 400 
~ “ conecaled Communists whom BUDENZ stated he knew. The names of these 
: concealed Communists were sent to the Bureau in the case cantioned"Communist 
Party, USA, Internal Security - Cc".

Although I liad heard before 1943 that RAY IEV was an 
adherent. of the Communist Party, I was ppecifically advised of that 
by ROSE WORTIS and JACK STACHEL in thet year. This official informa- 
tion vwas-given me in conection with LEV's aid to the defense of 
MORRIS U. SCHAPPES, instructor at City College of New York, who vas 
convicted of perjury for swearing that he was not 4 Communist. 


During the tvo years subsequent to 1943, JACK STACHEL 
advised me officially several times that RAY LEV was under ‘Communist 
diacipline, Theat continued until I left the Party.

"she is a (performer) of rare artistry, with refreshing vitality and 
musical feeling in her playing." Miss Lev made her debut in England 
in 1931, her American dett in.1933. Since then she hag-appeared in 
recitals and concerts on the Continent and in Canada, and regularjy on 
the American concert stagé as a soloist or in concerts with symphony 
orchestras. The pianist is known for her willingness to pley the works 
of new composerse 


-___ Ray Lev was born in Rostov-on-Don, in southeast Russia, on 
May 8, 1912, one of two daughters of Moses Elihu and Debora Lev. Both 
her parents were singers: her father had studied with Vassilenko, and 
before achieving eminence as a cantor, he was a colleague of Feodor 
Chaliapin; her mother was an amateur singer. The Leva came to the 
United States on a visit when Ray was a year old. Because of the oute 


in America, first living in New Haven, Connecticut, Later, until 1927, 
Moses Lev's cantoral posts were to take the family to Manhattan, and 
Brooklyn, Philedelphia, Rochester, and again to New Haven. ‘The Lev 
home during this’period Was "open house" for visiting cantors. Ray Lev 
displayed musical ability at the age of eight when she sang, "by ear," 
in her father's choir. Learning to read notes, she has stated, came 
easily to her. On her thirteenth birthday she was taken to a Paderewski 
recital in New Haven, an event that inspired her to amounee that ghe 
wanted to become a pianist. ce 


. Ray Lev's career has been called an "old-fashioned success story," 
an example of an unusual natural talent which has been developed into high 


artistry. Her first piano Jessons were given to her by Walter Ruel Cowles, 
in New Haven, At the end of 1926 her family returned to Brooklyn, and 
shortly afterward the young girl won a scholarship to the Music School 
Settlement, where promising young musicians obtain a musical education 
regardleas of their financial status. While a student there, Miss Lev 
also attended the James Madison High School in Brooklyn-because of 
"economic pressure" she took its commercial course. She.won a typing 
prize in her first term at Jamea Madison, and was school pianist for 
social occasions. In the meantime, after studying at the music school 
for several months, where her teacher was Rebecca Davidson, she was - 
invited to play for Ernest Schelling, who advised her. to prepare for the 
concert stagee | af . 


JGashb 
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: After two and a half years of high sehool, Ray Lev left to 
prepare for a scholarship offered by the New York Philharmonic Sym 
phony Society Scholarship Committee. In competition with contestants 
from every State, at Yale University, Miss Lev won the society's award, 
and spent the summers of 1927, 1928, and 1929 at East Blue Hill, Maine 
as a pupil of Gaston Dethier. As a result of the scholarship, she waa 
able to devote all her time to music. During the New York Musie Week 
Festival in 1929, Miss Lev won two gojd medals — for. piano playing and 
for plano sight reading. She then prepared, with Helen Diedrich, for 
the one=thousand-dollar American Matthay Prize, which provided for 
study in London. with Tobias Meatthay, the ‘noted English teacher of the 
piano. Miss Lev won the award in 1930, in September of the year be- 
ginning her studies. With a supplementary grant from the New York 2 
Philharmonic Symphony Society Scholarship Committee, she was able to 
extend her musical studies in England until the end of 1933. In 

piano competition in London, in 1930, the artist won an exhibition 
prize and a gold medal. : 


Early in 1931 Miss Lev made her detut at an Eastbourne Mugic 
Festival in England, on that occasion playing a Tchaikovsky concerto 
with Sir Landon Ronald's orchestra. ‘his was followed a year later by 
her first orchestral appearance in London, at Wigmore Hall. In 1933 
ahe gave two command performances, at 10 Downing Street, the residence 
of the Prime Minister, under the patronage of members of the royal 
family. Before leaving England she appeared in concerts and in solo 
performances with various orchestrag in the British provinces, and 
gave recitale on the British Broadcasting Corporation network. She 
had also appeared, while still a student, in leading European cities 
(for exemple, she played for Bruno Walter in Berlin in 1932) and waa 
said by a number of leading critics on the Continent to be a "player 
of great musical imagination." . . 


Miss Lev made her American debut at Carnegie Hall late in 1933, 
when she played a Tchaikovsky concerto with the National Orchestral Agso- 
ciation under Leon Bargin. Her first solo recital was given in Town Hall 
in New York on March 17, 1934. In his review of this latter performance, 
Lawrence Gilman wrote in the New York Herald Tribune that Miss Lev "did 
impressive things with her hands and also with her brain, her imagination, 
and musical sensibilities." A month later she returned to Rurope for the 
first of a series of annual six-month tours that continued until 1938 and 
took her to a number of countries. Miss Lev made her first guest appearance 
7 with the New York Philharmonic Symphony Orchestra on March 1, 1936, in a 
, performance of the Beethoven C Minor Concerto, and in July of the 
following year she appeared for the first time at Lewisohn Stadium in 
New York, playing a Schumann concerto under the baton of Fritz Reiner. 


“2- 
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On March 24, 1941, Ray Lev made another appearance in New 
York's Carnegie Halle "There was refreshing vitality and musical 
feeling in her playing," wrote Olin Downes in the New York Times. 
One of her finest accomplishments was the performance of the Schumann 
Davidsbundlertanze. ‘That Miss Lev can sustain a melodic line with a 
rich singing tone and concentration of thought was shown nowhere more 
strikingly than in the middle part of the Chopin Fantasy." Commenting _ 
on the same performance, Musical America felt that "at times, in climactic 
passages, Miss Lev's playing became turbid and hurried. ‘the Busoni 
arrangement of Bach's Chaconne was performed eloquently and with ample 
power (she) realized the sweep and great line of the work." 


Miss Lev has made extengive tours of the United States and 

Canada on which the conductors were Rugene Goossens, Vladimir Goldschmann, . 

Fabien Sevitzky, Alfred Wallenstein, Hans Lange, Saul Caston, and George K. 
“ Raudenbushe She has given radio performances, and in chamber music reci tals 

has played with the Budepest String Quartet, the Guilet Quartet, the Gordon 

Quartet, the Hart House Quartet, and the Paganini Quartet. On November 9, 

1945, in a Carnegie Hall program marked "equally by imagination, good 

taste, and unconventionality," the pianist played works by two young 

women composers. Her programs have also continued to recognize composi- 

tions by contemporary and new composers, in many. instances marking their 

first performances. ‘The New York Herald Tribune pointed out that she 

‘hag been taking up the cause, these years, of young composers with very 

few or no opportunities to be heard, and she is quite -strict in excluding 

many who have had even the most modest recognition, especially recogni- 

tion from other pianists." , 


The pianist was accompanist for the ballet Summer Day by 
Jerome Robbins, which opened, under the sponsorship of the American 
Soviet Music Society, at the New York City Center on May 13, 1947. 
Writing in the New York Times (December 3, 1947), John Martin said of . 
Miss Lev that she “casually and sympathetically enters into the spirit 
of the whole thing.* In November 1948 she gave her tenth solo recital at 
Carnegie Halls; as of that date she had made twenty-three appearances there. 
A month later, in a recital at Jonathan Edwards College of Yale University, 
Miss Lev was assisted by Artie Shaw, who made his debut in classical music 
in a performance with the pianist of the Sonata for Clarinet and Fiano, by 
Paul Hindemith. 


; Miss Lev has made many recordings, among them Brahm's Sonata in 
- © Major, Profkofiev's Summer Day Suite, the Schubert "Unfinished" Sonata, 
the Vivaldi-Bach Concerto (Miss Lev's arrangement), and, for the 1948-49 
season, the Ernest Bloch sonata, three Tchaikovsky recordings, Shostakovich 's 
Children's Records, and various works of Bach, including the Organ Prelude 
and Fugue in D. She arranged the. songs in A Treasury of Stephen. Foster,

published in 1946. During World War II the pianist established the war 
savings stamp concert assemblies in the public schools of New York City - 
she has received a number of citations and awards for performances and 
services in behalf of the war effort. She played in military hospitals 
and installations; and for a performance for the benefit of Chinese war 
orphans, the Institute of Pacific Relations presented her: with an award. 


_Miss Lev is on the board of governors of the American Guild of 
Musical Artists, ia honorary president of the New York Fhilharmonic Sym- 
phony Society Scholarship Winners, Inc., and is a member of the advisory 
board of the Mugic::.School Settlement and of the Metropolitan Music School 
(New York). A member of the American Matthay Association and the Musicians 
Union (AFL), Local 802, she ig also an honorary member of the fire depart- 
ment of Ste John's, New Brunswicke She has been a donor to composition 
prizes for the International Society for Contemporary Music, for the ; r 
scholarship fund for the Greenwich House Music School, and for the 
composition prizes of the Lado Club. She is an independent in politics. 


the pianist has been described as a friendly, young woman with a 
direct, natural manner; she is five feet two and a half inches tall and has ; 
light brown eyes and reddish-brown hair. Miss Lev 1s a collector of paintings 
by American artists and of coins, stamps, and old china. Her recreations 
are ping-pong and swimming, and she enjoys concerts, operas, good filns, 
and reading. ,
